It took less than two minttes .o 
dispose of Bisanti’s case. He had

next week for formal trial or going 
within 72 hours to the Wraffic “3u- 
reau to plead guilty.

Alvin F. Hackman, in 
charge of the bureau. Hackman 
imposed a standard fine of $3 and 
required Bisanti to sign a waiver 
plea of guilty and power of attor- 
ney, which authorizes Hackman, as 
Bisanti’s agent, to file a formal 
plea of guilty in police court. 

A copy of the waiver will be sent 
to the arresting officer, notifying 
him that it will not be necessary 
to appear'in police court. The case 
is typical of how'the machinery of 


the bureau operates, and a steady 
Stream of pleaders is expected to 
appear during the bureau’s hours, 
9 a. m. to 5 p. m., when the sys- 
tem gets established. The first of 
the new summonses was issued at 
noon yesterday. 

The second case resulted in a 
peremptory revision of rules by 
Mayor Miller who had dropped in 
on his way to City Hall. Charles 
Eaker of 4212 Lexington avenue, 
summoned for passing a signal, 
had sent a friend, Harrison Thomp- 
son, to enter a plea. Hackman 
pointed out that the rules required 
personal appearance. Thompson 
argued that Eaker would lose a 
day’s pay if he came and pointed 
out that such proxy pleas had been 
accepted in police court. Mayor 
Miller ordered Hackman to accept 
the plea and instructed him to 
honor similar pleas in the future. 

Benjamin Wool of 4525 Flora 
place, president of the Pershing 
Fashion Shop, was the first sec- 
ond offender to appear.

GIFT BY MRS. THAW 


TQ GRANDSON Set ASIDE 


U. S. Court’ Upholds Ruling 
That He Got $600,000 by 
Undue Influence.

NEW YORK, July 2.—The gift 
of $600,000 made by Mary Copley 
Thaw, mother of Harry K. Thaw to 
one of her grandsons, Lawrence 
Copley Thaw, was set aside today 
in a unanimous opinion of the 
United State Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. The ruling upheld the district 
Court and ordered return of the 
gift to the aged Mrs. Thaw. 

The grandson was charged with 
exercising undue influence over 
Mrs. Thaw. He obtained the gift 
to start a brokerage business in 
New York. 

Mrs. Thaw alleged she gave him 
the ‘money on his representation 
that he had been unjustly discrim- 
inated against in his father’s will. 
‘The court ociinon stated he received 
nearly $500,000 from his father’s 
estate and had an income of $42,- 
000 at the time he received the 
gift. He was then 26 years old.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Wis- 


consin newspapers printed an aver- 
age of 500 columns of public utility 
propaganda a year under the guise 
of legitimate news,- often without 
disclosing the source, Arthur F. 
director of Wisconsin 
Public Utility Information Bureau, 
testified today at the Federal 
Trade Commission’s investigation 


o” the public utility industry. 

In his reports to his superiors, 
Herwig boasted that many of the 
newspapers used his material in 
editorials “as though prepared by 
the editors.”’ 

As in other states, advertising 
was the inducement held out by 
the utilities to the newspapers. The 
bright spot in today’s hiearing was 
the disclosure that several editors 
asked that their names be taken 
from the propaganda mailing list. 

Letters from the editors of the 
Sheboygan Press and the Stevens 
Point Journal showed that these 
papers were jealous of the integrity 
of their newspapers. The editor 
“We 
have been receiving your free pub- 
licity stuff and would ask that you 
discontinue it, inasmuch as we do 
not make a practice of opening 
our columns to material of this 
character as reading matter. We 
employ a staff of writers whose 
duty it is to ascertain the facts, 
and from their observations, write 
their stories. We have no means 
of knowing, but our’ impression 
rained from the sheets we have 
looked over, justifies us in the be- 
lief that this is propaganda in the 
interest of the public service utili- 
ties.” 


Herwig, 


Balks at Propaganda. 

The editor of the Stevens 
Journal was more emphatic: “We 
do not wish to be offensive, but 
we would like to have it clear that 
we are not seeking press agent 
material, which in this case, is 
easily identified as propaganda 
advertising, intended to create good 
will for the public utilities. There- 
fore, we would appreciate it if you 
would cut our name off the list 
of those getting this material and 
unless it is done, we shall be 
obliged to call it to the attention 
of the various utility associations 
you represent and ask them to give 
you instructions covering that 
point.”’ 

When the Oshkosh Daily North- 
western also returned the propa- 
ganda Herwig informed the editor 
that he was supplying a “news” 
service similar to that of the As- 
sociated and United Press, except 
that he specialized in public utility 
news. 

“For your personal information 
I wish to state that I am urging 
every utility in the state to adver- 
tise systematically in the local 
newspapers and am impressing 
them on the great value of newspa- 
per advertising,” he wrote. 

In a letter to B. J. Mullany, 
Samuel Insull’s propaganda agent 
in Illinois, Herwig wrote that his 
committee looked upon advertising 
as a “natural corollary’’ to news 
publicity. 

Advertising the Bait. 

This advertising inducement, 
which incidentally was used by J. 
B. Sheridan effectively with Mis- 
souri newspapers, had its effect. 
The editor of the Polk County 
Ledger, in returning the propagan- 
da to Herwig wrote: “It has never 
been my good fortune to have ever 
gotten any of the electric advertis- 
ing you speak of; my rates are 25 
cents and 30 cents.” 

Herwig’s reports to his superiors 
on the amount of newspaper space 
he had obtained gratis were 
marked “for your personal infor- 
mation.” When J. N. Cadby, exe- 
cutive secretary of the Wisconsin 
Utilities Association, a group which 
supported the information bureau, 
wanted to use these figures, Her- 
wig wrote: “I do not think it would 
be good policy to write out a re- 
port on the activities of the bureau 
during the year for pulication in 
your convention bulletin. Some 
editor might see it, misinterpret 
our figures and use them against 
vs in urging newspapers not to

BY SHOOTING FLAMES 


Thousands Flee From Vil- 
lages at Base of Moun- 
tain; Two Refugees 


Thought to Have Cholera

MANILA, July 2.—With the 
town of Libog and several villages 
virtually destroyed by lava, the 
eruption of the volcano Mayon, 
240 miles southwest of this city, in 
Albay Province, continued today. 
.The largest eruption since activ- 
ity began June 21 took place yes- 


terday. People of the district in 
places remote from the volcano 
refused to return-to their homes, 
notwithstanding assurances of sci- 
entists that there was no danger. 

Thousands have fled from the 
villages at the base of the moun- 
tain, which natives say is “angry.” 
Churches are filled with suppli- 
cants for Divine protection. 

Although scientists characterize 
the eruption as mild, the town of 
Libog, which housed a population 
of 7000, has been almost destroyed, 
along with several villages near the 
eastern base of Mayon. The spec- 
tacle terrifies the natives, particu- 
larly when the flames shoot high 
at night, with explosions that are 
felt for miles. 

Governor-General Acts. 

Governor-General Henry L. 
Stimson has requested naval au- 
thorities to hold a destroyer in 
readiness to convey him to. the 
Scene should the eruption become 
more serious. The Governor-Gen- 
eral. instructed the Governor. of 
Albay province to inform him of 
health and other measures re- 
quired. 

Conditions in the refugee camp 
are being watched by health offi- 
cers, particularly to avert an out- 
break of cholera. Two persons, 
suspected of having contracted the 
disease, have been segregated for 
observation. 

The eastern slope of the volcano 
has so far received the whole fiery 
deluge. The lip of the crater on 
that side is lower than elsewhere 
and allows the lava to spill over 
before it reaches’. higher levels, 
The molten streams there can be 
seen from a distance, glowing red 
hot through the tropic darkness 
and retaining their brightness until 
they have run half way to the foot 
of the mauntain. 


Aviators Fly Over Crater. 

Lieut. George W. Goddard and 
Lieut. John D. Corkille, army avia- 
tors, flew over the crater. ‘They 
took photographs of the caldron, 
which they said was about 400 feet 
in diameter and was filled with a 
molten flood of lava. 

The natives remember with 
fear that some 200 persons were 
killed by lava flows in 1897, when 
Mayon “‘was angry” and on a ram.

LOST FLYER, LESLIE SMITH, 
SEEMINGLY WAS KILLED BY 
LIGHTNING, EMPLOYER SAYS 


That the Only Plausible 
Explanation of Mail Pi- 
lot’s Crash Near Elsinore, 
M

Leslie H, Smith, St. Louis 
air mail pilot, was killed by a bolt 
of lightning before his plane 
crashed at terrific speed on a 
wooded hillside nine miles north of 
Elsinore, Mo., Thursday night, in 
the opinion of his employer, Frank 
H. Robertson, vice président and 
general manager of Robertson Air- 
craft Corporation. 

After the body and the demol- 
ished plane had been found yester- 
day afternoon by three residents of 


the district, Robertson drove to the 
scene in an automobile to take 


charge of the pilot’s body and to- 
day over long distance telephone 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 


lightning was the only plausible ex- 
planation of the crash. 


Robertson Explains His Theory. 


“Smith was an experienced bad 
weather pilot,”’ said Robertson. “As 
a matter of fact he was one of the 
best in the business. If he had 
been attempting a landing in that 
country he would have _ released 
his parachute flares. We found 
both of them in their tubes. 


“Furthermore, he would have 
closed his throttle for a landing. 
We found, however, that the plane 
had struck the trees at terrific 
speed, apparently with the throttle 
wide open. For more than 300 
yards the tops had been ripped 
from the trees by the ship and 
when he finally struck a big oak 
tree the plane was smashed _ to 
bits.” 

Robertson placed no credence in 
a theory that Smith had . been 
forced down in the valley by a 
heavy downdraft caused by the 
windstorm, pointing out that 
Smith’s 400 horsepower Liberty 
motor would have pulled. him out 
of such trouble, and adding that 
even if the motor had failed, Smith 
probably would have jumped in 
his parachute. 

The theory that lightning killed 
Smith is strengthened by a tele- 
gram received by the  Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday, 24 hours before 
the body was found, from E. D. 
Robinson of Piedmont, Mo., who 
declared that when at Williams- 
ville, Mo., Thursday night, he saw 
lightning strike some object in the 
air. Robinson = said the object, 
which he .believed to be an air- 
plane, seemed at the time to be 
five to 10 miles northwest of Wil- 
liamsville near Brushy’ Creek, 
which is roughly the locality in 
which the wreck was found, 

Found by Hunters. 
As was told exclusively in the

tion of the Post-Dispatch, the body 


and plane were found by Willard 
Boyer, Harry Secrease and Otis 
Tucker, farmers, while they were 
squirrel hunting. The body of the 
pilot, with the control stick still 
grasped in his left hand, lay face 
downward in the wreckage of the 
fail surfaces where it had been 
hurled when the De Haviland plane 
struck the tree. 

About him lay the wreckage of 
the wings and fuselage and 50 feet 
farther on was the heavy motor 
and landing gear. Pilots who ex- 
amined the wreckage said that the 
plane was traveling between 100 
and 150 miles an hour when it 
struck. 


The flyer’s wrist watch, shat- 


' tered by the crash, had stopped “t 


8:40. It was roughly at that hour 
that his plane was heard Thurs- 
day night battling its way north- 
ward through a storm over Hun-- 
er, Mo., south of Elsinore. 

He had left Little Rock at 7:10 
o’clock after flying from Houston 
to the Arkansas City in a Travel- 
Air biplane. At Little Rock he 
changed to the DH ferried down 
from St. Louis to him by Julius 
Johannpeter, and immediately 
hopped off for St. Louis. On the 


trip he was carrying photographs 
of the Democratic National Con- | 


vention for the Globe-Democrat 
and the Pacific and Atlantic pic- 
ture service. The packet of pho- 
tographs was found beside the 
body. 

20 Planes Joined in Search. 

Discovery of the wreck ended 
an intensive search in which 20 
airplanes from Little Rock nd 
St. Louis and a dirigible om 
Scott Field had been used. The 
plane had driven so deeply into 
the trees however. that it was vir- 
tually invisible from the air.

Between 1921 and 1926 
the net return earned by the railroads as 
a whole, although short of the officially 
designated fair return, showed in the main 
a steady and encouraging improvement. On 
the strength of this improvement and the 
faith of investors that it would continue 
the railroads were able in the six years 
1922-27 to invest approximately $5,000,- 
000,000 in new facilities. Users of railway 
service are now reaping the cumulative 
benefit of these investments. In the same 
way the future adequacy of railway service 
depends upon the present adequacy of rail- 
way earning power. 


If the recent downward trend in the net 
return earned by the railroads should con- 
tinue, it is virtually certain to have a cor- 
responding effect upon the quality of rail- 
way service. ‘The railway expansion already 
attained might help to postpone this effect, 
but traffie will soon outgrow the capacity 
of present railway facilities. The growth 
of the country in both population and eco- 
nomic activity calls for a continuing ex- 
pansion of railway ecapacity. Hence rail- 
way earning power must at all times be 
such as to encourage investment in railway 
securities and thus enable the railroads to 
maintain their progress. 


Rates which insure the ability of the 
railroads to meet prospective demands for 
transportation are the cheapest premium 
for the best insurance the business of the 
country could have. |
